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1960 Vulcan Tax Rate 
Unchanged At 55 Mills 


Tax rate in Vulcan will remain 
at last year's level ot 55 mills, it 
was decided by town council at a 
special meeting held last week. 
School tax rate will go up one mill 
but this is oUfset by a one mill 
decrease in the hospital tax rate. 

The municipal rate remains the 
same at 21 mills, the school rate 
is 30 mills compared to 29 mills 
last year, and the hospital rate is 
four mills as against five mills last 
year, making the total tax rate 
55 mills. 

Utilizing part of the accumulated 
reserve, the amount of $23,000 has 
been earmarked for general capital 
expenditure and $9,500 is included 
in the estimates for expansion of 
water and sewer services. 

Tax notices will be in the mails 
within a few days. A discount of 
five per cent is allowed on current 
taxes paid within thirty days of the 
mailing of the notices. Taxes un¬ 
paid after Dec. 31, are subject to 
a penalty of six per cent.

Cancer Campaign 
]Now Under Way 

The Canadian Cancer Society, 
through voluntary contributions 
from the public, is now supporting 
more than 100 scientists carrying 
on cancer research in Canada, R. 
N. Talbot, exemutlve - .•’.eccfitaiy of 
the Alberta division of the Society 
said In Calgary. 

The Alberta division is currently 
conducting ils annual April cru¬ 
sade for funds which are used to 
finance cancer research, education 
and welfare objectives of the Cal¬ 
gary and district campaign, in¬ 
cluding Vulcan, is $125,000; for the 
province, $338,000. 

“While funds are earmarked for 
etiucation and welfare, the great¬ 
est portion of our objective goes 
to finance the work of scientists 
trying to find a way of saving the 
lives of more than 22,000 men, 
women and children who now die 
each year of cancer,” Mr. Talbot 
.said. 

There hasf been a marked change 
in the attitude of scientists about 
cancer in recent years, he explain¬ 
ed. “Once a cancer laboratory 
seemed almost a place of hope 
abandoned; but now, with hun¬ 
dreds of young scientists trained 
since the war' at work in cancer 
research, there is a new unique 
feeling of urgency among them. 
Enough of the dust of ages of 
ignorance has been swept away to 
reveal the scope and the size of 
the Cancer problem — and how 
it may well be solved.” 

More than six million dollars has 
bc-en spent on cancer research 
since the Canadian Cancer Society 
launched the first major attack in 
1945, Mr. Talbot said.

Lethbridge’s Dubious Honor 

Our faith in Alberta’s extreme ranges of climatic 
conditions has been shaken. 

It was our belief that the Pincher Creek- 
Lethbridge region of Alberta was the windiest area 
not only in Ctmada, but probably the whole of North 
America. Now comes along a despatch from the Can¬ 
ada Department of Agriculture which says that St. 
John’s, Newfoundland, where the average annual wind 
is 15.7 miles per hour, is the windiest area at which 
An experimental farm is located. 

They forgot to grease the wind gauge at the 
Lethbridge Bbcperimental Farm because the average 
annual wind is given as only 14 miles per hour. 

It must be the word "average” that causes the 
-'.onfusion. We can just picture the city of St. John’s 
>Mi8king in a steady 15-miles-an-hour breeze, winter 
and summer. 

But in Lethbridge — holy cats! Last week the 
wind one noon screeched up to 74.5 miles per hour 
. . , nicrfy into hurricane force. Old-timers will re¬ 
member the bachelor farmer at Pearce, near Leth¬ 
bridge, who was new to the country and ventured out 
in his farmyard during one real spring howler. 
Neighbors found him about a week later on the west 
side of his bam, where the force of the wind had held 
him until he starved to death. 

No. We just don’t believe it about St. John’s. 
Whether Lethbridge likes it or not, it’s the windiest 
city in Canada.

MAJOR .ADVANCES IN 
WEED CONTROL 
By W. O. Malaher 
especially Uiose concertied with the 
4 K>ntrol of wild oats — would have 
been heartened had they been able 
to be present at the joint meeting 
of the Northern Central and West¬ 
ern Canadian Weed Conferences 
held in Winnipeg recently. Here, 
close to 300 specialists from the 
various Departments of Agricul¬ 
ture and from the chemical indus¬ 
try in both Canada tmd the United 
States met together to discuss the 
lalest developments in weed con¬ 
trol and to exchange much valu¬ 
able information which had been 
accnmulated during the past year. 

Intense and concentrated effort 
is now being put into devolping 
and testing selective herbicides for 
our worst weeds and it was notice¬ 
able that a great deal of attention 
Is now being paid to the farmers' 
No. 1 enemy, wild oats. Recom¬ 
mended was one chemical for the 
control of wild cats In flax as welt 
as for trial use on wheat, barley, 
rapeseed and other crops, and a 
second chemical for trial use only. 

Experiments conducted several 
years ago indicated that even a 
medium infestation (20 to 40 wild 
oat plants per square yard) re¬ 
duced the yields of barley, the best 
competitive crop, by 1696 , wheat 


by 33%, oats by 49% and flax, 
which provides little or no com¬ 
petition, by 84%. Severe infesta¬ 
tions of wild oats runs many times 
the above-mentioned count and 
when it Is realized that an esU- 
mated 70% of all the cropped area 
in Western Canada is Infested to 
some degree and probably about 
one third of the total acreage is 
seriously Infested by wild oats, the 
impact which an effective chemi¬ 
cal, fairly generally applied, would 
have upon the total production of 
grain in Western Canada is very 
apparent

In 1958, 99 
Alberta children under 15 died in 
such accidents. Another 25 drown¬
